OUR JUDICIARY 


Jn the current number of the Ohio Law Bulletin & 


Reporter just received, there appears a little article with 
reference to selecting law officials. It is on a timely 
subject in view of the approaching election when we 
again select two members of our local magistrates courts 
—justices of the peare. The thought conveyed is im- 
portant and has a present application worth quoting in 
full: 


Wm. D. Guthrie. a prominent New York 


lawyer and lecturer and for many years chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the Xew York Bar 
Association, urged before the Section on Legal 
Education, of the American Bar Association* the 
importance of more respect for the judiciary 
and the need of high class men on the bench. 
''The admimstranon of justice/' he said, "is es- 
sentially th^ most important and the highest of all 
the permanent functions of modern government. 
It affects and concerns the people more vitally 
than any other exercise of Government pnwei\ 
Since justice is the foundation of civilized society 
and finds its approximation in human affairs in 
the judgment of the judges, there can be no sub- 
ject of more importance to the real well-being of 
the body politic than the selection of judge^ of 
learning and probity. 


''The great mass of men and women who now 


constitute our voting citizenry do not realize 
their own vital interest in this question, and the 
danger to themselves of permitting untrained and 
ignorant persons to be elected or appointed as 
judges. 


"The primary duty and responsibility of the 


American Bar is at all times and all places to de- 
fend the reputation and prestige of the American 
judiciary and justify the people's confidence in it. 
Next in importance is the education of the elector- 
ate to a realization of the truth that learning of the 
, law is indispensable, and no amount of popularity 
or good intentions can be a substitute. 


' 'It is urged that every bar association should 


have its committee on the judiciary. It should 
•-.harge that committee with tie constant duty of 
investigating the practical administration of 
"justice, and the qualifications and services of the 
judges, and it should publish the reports as to the 
qualifications and candidates for judicial offices so 
that the public may be informed of their fitness or 
unfitness. No higher or more essential service 
can be rendered to any community.''
